The equipment used by the company
appears to be in terrible shape, causing many problems. If this can’t be rectified,
the stewards may need to step in and have the people responsible for the
equipment answer for the failures. This will be an ongoing discussion.

Thousand ($3,000) Dollars. The new trainer will be Frank Petrelli.
